in the Montjuich prison here last Wed- 
nepday. He was sentenced to death, by 
a courtmartial, and King Alfonso per- 
mitted the sentence to be executed, 
despite entreaties from all the capitals 
of Europe that his life be spared. Fer- 
rer’s daughter sent a telegram from 
Paris appealing to the chivalry of the 
King, but she received no reply. 

Ferrer met death fearlessly. After his 
eyes had been bandaged and just before 
the command to fire was given, he cried 
“Aim straight. Long live the modern 
schools.”’ 

Ferrer was a director of the Modern 
School of Barcelona and was repeatedly 
accused of tongning revolutionary doc- 
trines. 

Sept. 1 he was arrested, charged with 
having incited the rioting which o¢t- 
curred in Barcelona last summer. This 
outbreak, which spread through the 
Catalonhian provinces, was in the nature 
of a protest against the sending of 
Spanish troops against the Moors on 
the Riff coast, and for a time it as- 
sumed alarming proportions. It was 
alleged that Ferrer was a principal in 
the uprising against the government. 


Pianned a Republic. 
At his trial, documents were admitted 


oncerning revolutionary movements, the 
outcome of which was to be the procla- 
mation of a Spanish republic} His coun- 
sel declared that Ferrer was the victim 
of the hatred of the Conservatives. 
Ferrer had a remarkable career. 
He was a railway employe in _ 1886, 
earning $750 a year. He was a 
Socialist by inheritance. His~ fa- 
ther, a man of radical thought, was a 
friend of Ruiz Zouilla, the Spanish Re- 
publican agitator. 
When Francisco Ferrer was a mere 
boy, his mind full of ideas about revo- 
lution and anarchy, he became a pupil 
of hfs father’s friend, who had gone to 
Paris ta; live. One of those who paid 
court to Zouilla was a wealthy widow. 
Ferrer, young and handsome, married 
the widow, and she soon died, willing 
the young Spaniard a house and a large 
sum of money. 
Ferrer upon the death of Zouilla, re- 
turned to Spain and took a comfortable 
house in Barcelona, a bee hive of in- 
dustries, where men of all nations and 
‘castes are employed, and which is a 
harbor for foreign refugees, In this 
ripe soll Ferrer founded 12 years ago a 
school which he called “Eacuela Mod- 
erna.”’ 

nded New System. 
In time Ferrer established branches 
of his school in Barcelona afd a hun- 
dred other Spanish cities. He became 
the father of a new system of éducation, 
Intensely objectionable alike to-church 
and state. 
His entire fortune of $500,000 Was spent 
Lon his schools. ‘He had but $4000 when 
he died. They were primary and gram- 
mar schools, but it was his hope to in- 
crease their scope until universities of 
the same type could be founded in Spain. 
It was to prevent this that the utmost 
energies of the established order were 
bent. 
While doing this, Ferrer never con- 
cealed, but rather proclaimed, the fact 
that he was what is called a ‘“‘philoso- 
phical anarchist."’ The doctrine of these 
people is that the State is an unneces- 
sary excresence, o- comparatively mod- 
ern growth. 
y Ferrer's success was amazing for o 
time. His preaching of anarchistic doc- 
trines could no more be stopped than 
Kropotkin's could. Besides, his main 





of the Escuela Moderna was ranked 
with Nakens in the dock. 

They produced evidence that Morales 
was an old lodger at Ferrer’s house, 
and that before throwing the bomb he 
had come to his old ‘home and spent 
the night there. He had, in. fact, been 
an under teacher in the school. 

Ferrer’s defense was strongly sugges- 
tive of that of Danton before the revo- 





lutionary tribunal. Quite in Danton’s 
manner the sturdy teacher defied the 
Court and tossed back jest and sar- 
Casm, and, as if to complete the parallel, 
the presiding officer repeated Hermann’s 
famous admonition ‘to Danton: 

“Order your defense with more re- 
serve. You insult the Court.”’ 


The trial lasted nine days: While it 
was going on, the radical societies all 
over Europe protested against the at- 
tempt to kill Ferrer. As it neared its 
close it became evident that not éven 
a Spanish court could be made to convict 
a& man on such evidence, and when the 
trial ended the people and even the bar- 
ristérs broke out into applause for Fer- 
rer’s acquittal without waiting for the 
verdict. - 

Nakens, having confessed his harbor- 
ing of Morales, went to prison for nine 
years. 

While this trial was going on Ferrer, 
discovering that his enemies were trying 
to have his property confiscated, directed 
his second wife—a brilliant young wom- 
an named Soledad Villefranca—to cash 
it, take it out of Spain, and deposit it in 
the Credit Lyonnaise in France. It has 
remained there ever since, and is of sig- 
‘nificance in connection with the fina! 
tragedy. 

When the great uprising of last July 
took place the first thought of the au- 
thorities was that there was a chance 
to “get” Ferrer. At that time ) errer 
was busy planning a further extension 
of his éducational enterprises. In con- 
nection with his schools Ferrer conduct- 
ed a publishing house, devoted exclus- 
ively to the translation of the works of 
n.odern scientific teachers. 
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Ferrer had translated 76 columns of 
modern science. A good deal of what 
he has translated was in the direction 
of views of the State which were not 
palatable to the Government. 

This time the enemies of the Escuela 
Moderna planned things better than in 
1906. They knew better than to let him 
get before a civil tribunal, where wit- 
Lesses could be examined, where Ferrer 
could Dantonize the Court, or where 


] barristers could applaud, his expected 


acquittal. 

This time he was turned over to a 
court-martial, the spirit of whose decree 
can be seen in Gen. Eserin’s reply to 
his request that he die with his eyes 
unbandaged: 

“A traitor has no right to look upon 
the faces of soldiers.’ . 

No witnessés were examined. The 
trial was held-in secret,. before officers 
whose predilections were all against 
him. Nor did the Government stop 
there. No Catalonian soldier was al- 
lowed to have a hand in the execution— 
it was not thought sate to trust 
them. The soldiers who shot him were 
drawn from the organization known as 
the “Special Reserve of the King’’—a 
sort of royal guard, corresponding 
scmewhat to the “King’s Musketeers,’ 
ku.Own to lovers of Dumas and -D’Ar- 
tagnan. 

Such testimony as was adduced was in 
the form of written depositions, obtained 
no man knows how.

He hates a Jew worse than the devil 
is said to hate holy water, and by the 
time he is brought to see what a ridic- 
vulous figure of futile @pite he cuts in 
contrast with Sir Isaac Jacobson, the 
big and significant Hebrew character of 
the story, the audience has laughed 
itself anew into the familiar conviction 
that Jews are precisely like other human 
beings—good, bad and indifferent, as one 
happens to find them in the course of 
the day’s work. 

This sane teaching would have been 
made even more lucid if Frank Losee 
had played the part of Sir Isaac Jacob- 
gon as it deserved to be played. 

Unhappily, Mr. Losee does not at any 
moment seem to realize the possibilities 
of the part. He sees in it, apparently,

role of immemorial. antiquity, to oe 
played along lines of established tradi- 
tion grown insufferably tiresome. 


Never once does Mr. Losee get “under 
the skin” of Sir Isaac. The result is a 
portrait of shelf-worn paternal virtue 
that hasn’t a touch of individaul mean- 
ing in it, and that has been drawn in 
uninspired melodramas, as Jew, Chris- 
tian, Pagan and what-not, ever since 
thought-shirking actors escaped work 
by using character patterns warranted 
to fit any old~part of a specified ‘more 
or less human type. 


Luckily, however, while Mr. Losee was 
thus weakening the full effect of ‘‘The 
House Next Deor,’”’ an unexpected 
pleasure was found in the exquisite 
work of Miss Fania Marinoff, a young 
s@niheretofore unknown player of Rus- 
sian” antecedents, who took hold of the 
minor and tinctly ingenuous part of 
Hsther Ji made. of it a vital 
drawing tha. me to expect the 
brightest tiiine: of/ Miss Marinoff’s fu- 
ture. She is amazingly skilful in her 
art, suré and delicate in its employ- 
ment, and I shall hope to see her nex, 
season in something very much better 
indeed, feeling confident that she will 
be equal to whatever is demanded -of 
her. 

But the joy of the evening was Mr. 
Dodson as Sir John Cotswold, the neat- 
est presentment of a prideful old gen- 
tleman “gone to seed” that I have con- 
templated for many a@ year. 


Old gentlemen of this type, invariably 
a pitiful blending of inherited nobil- 
ity, acquired pettiness of spirit, and a 
tremendous and unconscious selfishness 
born of generations of caste “‘coddling,”’ 
never fail to cherish one precious an- 
tipathy. : 

In Sir John’s case it is a scorn of 
the Jew. On this harp of a single 
string he plays a “humoresque,” as it 
were, of buch vastly tickelsome quality 
that one feels grateful even for the her- 
editary weakness that narrowed his life 
down to its one daily diversion of pour- 
ing out the phials of his impofent wrath 
upon the people of the House of David, 
whom, strangely, he chooses to make 
anathema maranatha at the shrine 
where he himself worships “the majesty 
of birth.” 


I do not recall many funnier stage 
moments than when Sir John, after lis- 
tening to a muster-roll of Rubinsteins, 
Hammersteins, Epsteins and others o’ 
similar name-termination, throws up his 
lean old hands in patrician horror, ex- 
claiming: “Good God! I seem to be 
making a collection of steins!”’ 

Yet, while all this is going on, there. 
is a touch of the pathetic in Sir John. 
You feel it in his helpless love for his 
daughter, in his obstructing pride that 
his-son has become a great operatic star 
—and nowhere more do you feel it than 
when the dear old chap starts out to 
borrow a thousand pounds to free him- 
self from Sir Isaac Jacobson and dis- 
covers, not only that the name of Sir 
John Cotswold is now utterly withow 
value in London’s money mart, but that 
the scoundrelly Shylock whom he found 
niost offensive and impossible, far from 
being a “dirty Jew;"’ was a dirtier 
Christian, 

All the time, too, Mr. Dodnen, admira- 
ble artist that he is, plays Sir John as 
if he had been born Sir John. Even 
in the little eurtain speech that he had 
to make at the close of the second act, 
he was Sir John Cotswold, not J. E. 
Dcdson, seemingly finding it impossible 
to step out of the character—for which 
I thank whatever gods may be, my soul 
Léing weary of smirking stars who ex- 
pioit their own personality as if that 
were what made them worth while.

The Rev. Dr. Wiliam J: WillHam- 
son, pastor of the Third Baptist 
Church: 

EBATES are relics of the day 
be when ministers received no 
salaries, but were dependent 

for their support on little compensa- 
tions here and there, donating par- 
ties, gifts and special favors granted. 

They managed to live that way. 

But now the cost of living has ad- 

vanced tremendously—and just as 
much for the preacher as for any- 
one else, 

The preacher is compelled to 
maintain a certain appearance 
himself and to dress his family 
reasonably'well. That is expected 
of him. His own ideals give him 
the wish to educate his children in 
the best manner possible, and edu- 
cations are expensive. 

The salaries of very many ministers 
do not come'up to the point of cover- 
ing all these manifold modern ex- 
penses, for the salaries of ministers” 
have not advanced with the advance 
in the cost of living. Perhaps ‘these 
rebates, special concessions and the 
like, have had the effect of keeping 
ministerial galaries down. 

Unquestionably ministers should be 
placed on the same footing, as far as 
their compensation is coneerned, 
with other|' men.

Many Ministers Can't Afford 
to Decline Certain Favors. 


The Rev. P. W. Fanatlerey, pastor 


of the Mount Calvary Episcopal Church: 

DON’T think a Christian minister 
| should expect or receive more 

than a comfortable living. I do ad- 
mit that many ministers are under- 
paid, although I’do not look on the 
ministry as @ business calling. It 
would be very nice, and quite proper, 
if every clergyman were in a position 
to decline favors from railroads and 
similar concessiong, but unfortunate- 
ly many are net, and for that reason 
I don’t see how they could be dis- 
continued without working hardships 
as things are. 

But no minister’s income should go 
beyond the point where it provides 
him with reasonable comforts. Min- 
isters dre not paid—and I think it 
can be said to their credit that they 
do not expect—compensations equal 
to those of professional men. Nor 
should they récdvive such compensa- 
tion, for the professional man chose 
his occupation for the purpose of 
making money and accumulating 
wealth. But 4 man who goes into the 
ministry for any guch purpose, I say 
most emphatically, is not fit for the 
calling. 

I have known men in the ministry 
who complained much about the in- 
adequate pay they received. They 
were always commenting on that and 
declaring themselves to be ‘‘victims."’ 
As a matter of fact, thése same 

~men, the chances are, received more 
for their services as ministers than 
they could have earned in any other 
occupation. 


Believes Ministers Are 
Underpaid, as a Claes. 


The Rev. M. H. tAchtiiter, pastor of 


the Maple Avenue M. E. Church: 

AM in perfect accord with the 
| ideas expressed by the author of 

the articles in the Living Church. 
I have always felt that the ministry 
was underpaid. The average preach- 
er’s compengation is much too small 
when his education, ability and serv- 
ice to the community are considered. 
No minister should Rave to accept 
any special discounts because of his 
profession. Nor should the church 
accept special] privileges. 

Whenever the church does this it 
Separates itself from the great in- 
dustrial and economic problems of 
the times, upon which it should be 
in @ position to speak freely and 
forceful, For instanee, I believe 
that churches should pay taxes the 
Same as any Other property owners. 

What is true of the churches is 
also true of the pastor. By accept- 
ing special privileges and concessions 
he separates himself from the great 
body of business, professional and 
working men with whomi he should, to 
make his work most effective, be in 
Perfect accord and sympathy. 


Begging Has Done Much 
to Hurt Church, One Thinks.

ONG - before special rates and 
passes were abolished by law, 
I declined to use them. I am 
also opposed to ministers accepting 
discounts at stores. Such things tend 
to make a man petty, afd lead him 
to peddle his profession. They cheap- 
en him in the éyes of practical men. 

I think that what hee hurt the 
church in the past as much as any- 
thing was that ft put itself in the 
attitude of begging. If the church 
is a good institution for the ‘commu- 
nity, it should be supported as such, 
and never should be treated in any

There is one thing that the min- 
istry is guilty of many times that I 
oppose strongly, and that is that the 
pastor lets the.church spend his 
money for him. He yields to public 
opinion and subscribes to this thing 
and that when he should be keep- 
ing his money for his family. 

But I am strongly against rebates 
and special privileges. I find, in 
mingling with practical men of ex- 
perience and good judgment, they 
cherish a feeling against the min- 
istry because ‘these things exist. 
They do not, out of courtesy, like to 
express such a feeling, but it is 
there, nevertheless, when they can 
be led to open therr minds to others. 


Roilway Fare /s Given 
to Church, Not Preachers. 


The Rey. John T. Cannon, pastor of 
the Grand Avenue Presbyterian church: 
T is @ mistake for a preacher to 
demand or receive any such con- 
cessions as , reduced railroad 
fares as being offered to him, the 
Individual. These are the contribu- 
tions to the cause made by the rail- 
roads and others and as such have 
the same dignity as other contribu- 
tions to Christian work. They are 
not made personally, to the minister. 
For this reason I can not see how 
oe why a minister would compromise 
nis self-respect in accepting them. 
in the church to which I belong 
each congregation obligates itself to 
provide its pastor with a comfort- 
able support, so that he may devote 
his entire time to the ministry. In 
the country this is done often by 
_ contributions in kind. The church 
members contribute food to the pas- 
tor’s larder, fuel to his woodshed 
and the like. In the city it is dif- . 
ferent, but the same in principle. 
It is up to each congregation to 
say in what mannér and to what 
extent the minister shall be taken 
care of. It is true that men in other 
callings are paid more than minis- 
ters, but that is as it should be, for 
I would regret to see the ministry 
made tempting by its material re- 
wards. I don't think any man ever 
should go into the ministry for the 
sake of the salary he might receive 
and I would be sorry to see the’ min- 
istry put in a position where men 
would do that. 


‘Several other ministers who were 
asked for their views on the question 
submitted—that as to special favors and 
as to ministers being sufficiently paid— 
declined to express themselves. A few 
said they had not given the matter any 
thought and were.not in a position to 
speak.

The meeting of the presidents of the United 
States and Mexico was a historic event. For 
the first time the Chief Magistrate of this Re- 
public disregarded the tradition that he shal) not 
set foot outside the territory of the United 
States, which owes its force to the failure of the 
Constitution to provide that the Vice-President 
shall act in his place except “in cage of the re- 
moval of the President from office or his death, 
resignation or inability to disckarge the powers 
and duties of said office.” 

For the first time also the head of a foreign 
government crossed the boundary of this country 
to greet and be greeted by the President of the 
United States. The occasion was equally signifi- 
cant to both peoples. As the two presidents stood 
togéther, first on the American and again on the 
Mexican side, they represented the national close- 
ness of interest that unites the two nations in 
friendship and a national advancement. 

In spite of the noise and outward pomp with 
which the meeting was attended, it was marked 
by a simplicity that was both characteristic and 
impressive. There were no mysterious confer- 
ences on questions of state, no air of secrecy was 
preserved about matters discussed, as is usual 
when two European sovereigns come together ac- 
companied by their ministers. Official stenogra- 
phers took down the conversation between Presi- 
dent Diaz and President Taft and it was published 
in full as a matter of course. They met cordially 
as two men, each honored by holding thé highest 
office within the gift of his country, and ex- 
changed words of good feeling personally and for 
the nations of which each is the spokesman. The 
openness and directness of their personal inter- 
course gave it added dignity. 

President Taft well interpreted the importance 
of the occasion when he expressed to President 
Diaz his belief “this meeting is looked upon by 
both peoples with a great deal of interest, not 
as making stronger, but as typifying the strength 
of the bond between the two countries.”

The Wrights and all others who make improve- 
ments of detail, ought to be protected in what 
belongs to them. There the line ought to be 
drawn now, so clearly that there will be no fur 
ther opportunity for monopolizing ideas which 
belong to the world.

“Tiam not saying that the tariff does 
not increase prices in clothing, in build- 
ing materials, and in other .items that 
the necessities of life, but 
what I wish to emphasize is that the 
recent increase of the cost of living in 
this country is not dte to the tariff.’’

We merely 
wish to say that the cost of living in 
this country is not due “‘to the change 
of conditions the world over,"’ because 
the cost is very much lower in England 
than it is here, a fact that has been 
clearly established by the data of Mr. 
Zach McGhee, the Washington cor- 
respondent who is new in England mak- 
ing a study of the tariff situation from 
the viewpoint of an American. In a 
recent letter from the heart of the Lan- 
cashire district he présents a table of 
figures showing that the difference in 
tne cost of living for an average En- 
g:ish family and an average American 
fam‘ly is amazing.

| country produced worse bacon than any 


other country sent mto the market. 
Denmark, Germany, France, England 
all produced hetter bacon thangthis 
country did. 

Mr. Boyle set about to discover the 
cause and reported that the difference in 
Guality could be accounted for by the 
feed. In this country, the hogs were 
fed on corn and this produced a pre- 
dominance of fat, which reduced the 
fiavor of the meat; but the Canadian 
swine were fed largely on fleld peas, 
which contributed a more pleasing qual- 
ity to the flesh. This was a satisfac- 
tory explanaticn, and when we get a 
particularly fine piece of bacon, we may 
be sure that it has not been fattened 
Vholly on corn. Blood tells and food 
makes blood.

IN STREET NEAR 
‘LONDON EMBASSY 


Diplomat’s Death Supposed to 
Have Been Due to Heart 
Stroke or Apoplexy. 


PROMOTED FAIR HERE 


His Work in Obtaining Repre- 
sentation of Other Countries 
Important. 


LONDON, Oct. 18—An Inquest into 
the death of William I. Buchanan, the 
American diplomat, whose body was 
found in Park Lane late Saturday 
night, will be held Wednesday. 

The official papers and personal prop- 
erty found in the roems occupied by 
Mr. Buchanan at Claridge’s Hotel have 
been turned over to the American em- 
bassy, 

Investigation Was failed to throw any 
light on the movements of the diplomat 
during the few hours preceding his 
death. Friends who saw him during the 
day say he appeared to be in the best 
of health and spirits. He left his hotel 
just before the dinner heur on Satur- 
day, but where or with whom he dined 
or how he spent the evening has not 
been Jjearned. 

There was no evidence of assanit or 
robbery, and it is suppesed death was 
due to heart trouole or an apoplecti: 
stroke. 

Mr. Buchanan 1 was formerly American 
Minister to Panama, and later a specia! 
commissioner from the United States to 
Venezuela. At the time of his death 
he was under appointment by’ his Gov- 
ernment as agent of the United States 
for thefuture arbitration at The Hague 
of a matter still pending with Vene- 
zuela. 

Mr. Buchanan was the moving spirit 
of the Pan-American Exposition at Buf- 
falo, N. Y., and served as director-gen- 
eral, 


Known in St, Luis. 

Mr. Buchanan was prominent among 
the official promoters of the St. Louis 
World’s Fair. He was employed by the 
managers first in an advisory capacity, 
and later he was sent to South America 
to interest the Latin-American repub- 
lics in the Exposition.

The bluff of Joe Jones, who used his

The ex-policeman threw his assailant 
to the greund and pinioned his arms. 
Then he carried the negro into the sa- 
loon of Adolf Wallner and searched him. 
Joe Jones had neither revolver nor 
pocketknife. McMullen held him by the 
collar while he telephoned his former 
associates to send the patrol wagon. 

Jones is a mulatto, 2% years old. He 
admits he has served time in the Mis- 
sourt Penitentiary.

CREW CLINGS TO CRAFT 


Passing Steamer Rescues Sea- 
men and Tows Vessel, Up- 
side Down, to Land. 


By Asroctated Press. 

CRISFIELD, M4., Oct. 18—When the 
George M. Collier was wrecked in Ches- 
apeake Bay last Friday and turned tur- 
tle, James O'Donnell, one of the schoo- 
ner’s crew, was caught in the forepeak. 
He was rescued 18 hours later, weak 
from hunger and exposure, his life hav- 
ing been saved by the air remaining 
under the hull. 

O’Donnell’s escape is regarded as one 
of the most remarkable in the history 
of bay shipping. He was given up for 


tu the sides of the boat only a few feet 
from their imprisoned companion. 

When a big wave hit the craft broad- 
side she rolled heavily, and before she 
had time to recover another roller sent 
her ever, O'Donnell was below and did 
not have time to get out. The other 
men and Capt. Webster leaped into the 
water. One by one they grasped the 
side of the George W. Collier. 


Crew Is Picked Up. 
Just before morning broke the steam- 


ship Virginia of the Chesapeake and 
Atlantic line picked up the crew, ani 
Capt. Webster and his men were put 
ashore at Deal's Island. | 
In the meantime O’Donnell was a pris- 
oner in the wreck. When the boat 
turned turtle there was a rush of wa- 
ter, which swept him far into the 
forepeak. 

Here it stopped, and the seaman 
found that, while his body was sub- 
merged in the water, his head and 
shoulders were in a sort of chamber. 
O’Donnell quickly realized what had 
happened. When the George W. Collier 
went over, a large body of air had been 
caught between the water and the hull. 
It formed a compressed air chamber, 
which not only was enough to keep him 
alive, but also served to hold up the 
schooner, 

The hours passed. He did not know 
when morning came and did not know 
that his comrades had been rescued. He. 
elieved that the hulk was drifting some- 
where near Deal’s Island, and in time it 
would be picked up. Only starvation 
and cold could kill him, and he @id not 


‘| fear these much. 


Craft Is Righted. 

| Capt. Webster, his strength renewed, 
gathered together several of his men 
and started out to see what could be 
done with his craft. This was about 
noon Saturday, and O’Donnell had been 
a prisoner for fully eighteen hours. The 
craft was towed into a shipyard and 
after considerable effort was furned 
over. 

To the amazement of the men, O’Don- 
nell, now harely conscious, rofled out. 
He was bundled into blankets, a few 
hot drinks pumped into his system, and 
before night the sailor was able to tell 
of his experiences. He said that at 
no time did he fear for himself, but he 
had altogether given up hope of seeing 
the rest of the crew.
